CALL IT “NO MAN'S LAND"? 





MAGNIFICENT WORK 

It Is impossible to give too much praise to 
the international committee which "has so 
ersoveringly and successfully worked to save 
Nantao from some of the horrors which have 
‘aMicted other parts of Shanghal. No doubt the 
committee as a whole will agree in giving 
speclal praise to Father Jacquinot whose cour- 
ageous humanity and vast knowledge of men 
and affairs in Shanghai have been of notable 
value in evoking co-operation from the rival 
‘commands. In giving him and his committee 
credit, it is Mtting also to recognize the spirit 
‘of reasonableness and regard for humanitarian 
principles whieh moved the Japanese and Chi- 
Rese authorities to agree to the arrangement. 
Nothing has been more distressing in this Tocat 
‘upheaval than the exposure of refugees to the 
dangers and hardships of warfare. It has been 
bbad enough that the hostilities have compelled 
them to vacate their humble homes and rush 
Info the apparently more secure districts, but 
0 often in thelr new locations they have been| 
involved in the destruction dealt out by guns 
‘and aeroplanes that their plight has been’ 
pathetic in the extreme. Now at least some 
of them will be lodged in a strip of territory 
where it is hoped by the arrangement now made 
to protect them from further personal danger. 
On their economic dimculties definite assurances 
are not s0 readily fortheoming. It will now bc 
the duty of the community as a whole to sup- 
port whatever measures are taken to. start 
evacuation where possible and to initiate relief | 
Works for those who cannot be removed. 








‘THE OLYMPIAD 

It is to be hoped that no real progress will 
be made by the movement to change the venue 
for the 1940 Olympiad from Tokyo to Finland, 
and thet it will die a naturat death. Sport 
should be Kept out of politics and politics out 
of sport. Of recent years it has developed 
along lines which have served greatly in bring 
{ing about international comprehension through 
a chunnel which had not up to then been ex- 
Plored, while political differences are so widely 
estranging various nitions that it Is desirable 
that some bridge should be left across which 
there may still move the possibility of an even 
tual common understanding. For those recsons 
a concerted attempt to wrest the venue from 
Japan would have to be deplored. ‘That does 
hot, however, preclude the sportsmen of the 
various countries, who would normally take 
part, from deciding themselves whether or not| 
they will participate in the next Olympiad. 
That is a question solely within their compe- 
fence to decide, but, if that decision is arrived 
Eton purely politieat grounds, it will be Just as 
regrettable as any combined effort having the 
same end in view. ‘The world is seeing so many 
of its activities drawn into the present mael- 
strom of hostility that care should be taken to 
‘see that every feature of life does not become 
Involved, Religious leaders hive entered the 
wordy fray and done, perhaps, more harm than 
food, especially when it is remembered that 
Feligion should be cbove these temporal strug- 
gles. “And for sport it might very well be urged 
{hat if its devotees are to take sides over mat- 
ters which do not really come within its realm 
the increasing bitterness of to-day will only be 
intensified to no very useful purpose. 











AN ANNIVERSARY 

‘The celebrction of the twentieth anniversary 
of the establishment of the Russian Revolution, 
was attended by just: such type of demon- 
Stration with which the history of the past few 
years has served to mike the world perfectly.

been in the past, nor are the speeches of the 


leaders which follow well established prece- 
dent: ‘The anniversary has been the occasion 
‘of a huge military display for years past, and 
the fact thet an extra larger one was staged 
immediately following Italian adhesion to the 
German-Japan Anti-Comintern Pact may in 
all probability "have no. particular" besring 
lupon the situation which has now been reached, 
M, Voroshilov's speech on the other hand, 
while not necessarily provocative, affords an 
opportunity for emphasizing that much of 
what has ‘heppened and is” happening in the 
world to-day is due 10 the determined efforts 
of the Third Internationale to spread the 
doctrine of Bolshevism throughout the world, 
Responsibility for the acts of the Third Inter- 

tionale Moscow has consistently sought to 
isclaim, but the fact remain that had Russia, 
bbeen concerned solely. with her own revolu- 
ton, and refrcined from fathering an attempt 
fo make it world wide, the cleavage of the 
world into ideological groups would not have 
taken place ind the assumption of holy mis- 
sions would have been rendered unnecessary. 
Tt is perhaps just as well that this fact should 
be continuslly borne in mind, for while much 
that is happening in the world gives reason 
for the gravest anxiety, it may be necessary 
fone of these days to ‘point rither (0 ease 
than to the present distressing effects. 














NEW LORD MAYOR OF LONDON 

Reuter has made reference to the fuct that 
the new Lord Mayor spent his early years in 
various parts of the Empire, but Sir Harry 
‘Twyford has an even more direct elaim on the 
interest of his fellow countrymen in Shanghai, 
for he was for some time on the staff of the 
Eastern Telegraph Co. and served on the China 
coast. Lady Twyford is an Australian lady to 
whom he was ‘married in 1900; she was then 
Miss Ethel Honey, of Adelaide: Sir Harry’ 
‘Twytord eventually became the owner and head 
of the firm of Messrs. George Brettle & Co., 
Ltd. of 119 Wood Street, He has been an’ 
‘Alderman of the Clty of London since 1930 and 
‘was knighted in 1935 when he completed his 
year of offlee as Sheriff of the City of London. 
Torday the new Lord Mayor duly assumes his| 
important office and his friends in China will 
wish a very successful and happy 12_months: 
for him and Lady Twyford in the Mansion 
House." China, indeed, takes a special interest 
in the Mansion House at the moment, for the 
outgoing Lord Mayor, Sir George Broadbridge, 
has started, and his’ successor will of course! 
carry on, the fund for the relief of suffering 
here owing to the present hostilities. The Lord 
Mayor of London has great social and adminis~ 
trative responsibilities and they transcend the 
boundaries of the square mile which is the real 
heart of the Empire, for important national 
decisions and pronotincements are frequently 
made under the auspices of the Chief Magistrate 
fof the chief city in the British Isles, The Lord 
Mayor, morever, is a Privy Couneillor and he 
shares the distinction of carrying the title of 
Right Honourable by immemorial usage, as dis- 
‘inet from modern grant, with the Lord Advocate 
‘of Scotland, the Lord Mayor of York, and the 
Lord Provest of Endinburgh. 














CHINA’S JAPANESE FRIENDS 

‘An effective article in the latest issue of] 
“The Peoples's “Tribune” marshals the oblter 
dicta of various Japanese officials and states- 
men who, at one time or another, have been 
conspicuous for their sympathy with China’ 
dimeulties and have upheld the view that, to 
cite the words of the late Mr. Ariyoshi, a 
stalwart among them, “China was willing’ to 
be friends with Japan provided such friend 
ship does not entail Toss of territorial integrity 
for interference with national unity”. In. this 
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endorsement of the need for “a mew concept 
‘of modern China” when he arrived here to 
assume his ambassadorial duties is given 
2 prominent appreciation.» Prince Konoye him- 
self is quoted as stating that "Japan's pro- 
osals must be of obvious benefit to China in 
‘order to be acceptable”, So too is Mr. Sato's 
expressed desire. to “see Sino-Japanese ques: 
tions dealt with “from a new starting point 
It is noteworthy that these and other similar 
statements are of comparatively recent origin. 
‘The mere fact that a Chinese journal at this 
time can take pains to show Its appreciation of 
friendly” words from distinguished Japanese 
leaders ig itselt encouraging, It ought’ to 
strengthen the view that the application of 
healing processes to the present derangement is, 
not impossible to effect If once opportunity be 
offered for the counsels of commonsense and 
reality to resume thelr sway. 











UNREHEARSED TRIBUTE 

In the annals of the Royal Ulster Rifles should 
bbe recorded a tribute to the gallantry of thelr 
men while in the front line in. the western 
district by a number of Chinese whose names no, 
fone has seen fit to record, ‘They were the 
helpless refugees who were caught between the 
fire of the Chinese and the Japanese lines and 
who were ‘aided to safety by men of the 
regiment. Some of them were wounded, others, 
{oo old to make the dash across the area over 
which rained bullets from either side, To these 
the men of the Royal Ulster Rifles went to the 
rescue, helping them carry their precious be- 
ongings into the safety zone, and in more ex- 
treme cases, creeping out of tho British tines 
and dragging in wounded civilians, ‘These acts 
of merey were widely extolled in the Chinese 
press, and may have been partially accountable 
for the large number of ‘sympathetic demon- 
strators who attended the funeral. At about 
2 pm, on Monday a small crowd of aged men 
‘and women were seen gathering outside the 
International Funeral Directors on Kiaochow 
Road. ‘They were mostly of the poorest class, 
and were consequently pushed into the. rea 
‘of the other and better organized Chinese who 
wished to take part in the procession. Never= 
theless they were as genuine mourners as any~ 
body present; for they represented the people 
who were actually brought across the fring 
line by the men who were being buried, and 
thelr comrades, ‘They followed far in the rear 
of other demonstrators, but the significance of 
thelr demonstrations was not ost. upon those 
who saw the efforts of thelr countrymen, 
Elderly men and women hobbling a few hundred 
yards after the main procession probably gave 
as fine a tribute to the departed as could be 
given anywhere in the world. 




















CURIOUS RUMOURS 

This Journal has hitherto taken no notice of 
certain rumours which, apparently, have been 
given undeserved credence by Japanese in 
Shanghai as indications of breaches of British 
neutrality in the Settlement. For example It 
hhas been alleged that a tunnel has been ¢on- 
structed under the Railway at Brenan Road fo" 
communication with the Chinese lines from {he 
British sector. The best way to give this 
fantastic fiction its proper quietus is to assert 
that no such tunnel exists and to express the 
view that the British military authorities would 
be only too glad to give responsible Japanese 
the necessary ocular’ evidence of its falsity. 
‘Then it is believed that Japanese troops, al a 
certain point, were refused water by British 
‘troops: to begin with the British were not and 
are not defending that particular sector and 
the troops of the nationality who were could 
nol produce the water desired as they’ would 
‘undoubtedly have done if they had had it within 
their power. Finally the discovery that the 
Jone battalion in the North Thibet Road Bridge 
xodown left behind food—wrapped up be it 
in a page of the “North-China Daily News”—has 
given rise to the unwarranted suggestion that 
British troops were legally provisioning the 
Chineso defenders. ‘There again an emphatic 
denial can be presented. However the food Was 
conveyed to the Chinese soldiers in question it 
certainly came from no British sources, whether 
military or civil, It-is to be hoped’ that re= 
Sponsible Japanese citizens will appreciate the 
Uunwisdom of giving eurreney to such Ml-founded 
fabrications which cause unnecessary distress 
fo the British community at this dimeult time, 
It is not irrelevant to observe that categorical 
repudiation of another Japanese misapprehen- 
sion is published to-day in Dr. Hans Luther's 
‘lear denial of the statements recently attributed 
to him by a Japanese news agency regarding, 
Germany's attitude toward Sino-Japanese prob= 
ems. 























DREAMLAND FACES

WAICHIAOPU ANSWERS JAPAN’S ACCUSATIONS 


‘Comments on Note to Belgian’ Government Refusing 
Invitation to Nine-Power Parleys 


Nanking, Nov. 2. 


'OMMENTING on the statement issued by the Japanese Foreign 
Office on October 28, a Waichiaopu spokesman made the 


following observations: 


“The note sent by the Japanese Government to the Belgian 


Embassy in Tokyo on October 


27 and the lengthy statement 


issued on the following day purporting to be a clarification of 


Japan's stand in respect of her refusal 


to participate in the 


forthcoming Nine-Power Conference at Brussels, not only contain 
many unwarranted statements concerning China but also show a 
definite antipathy toward the efforts of the League of Nations 
and the Uniled States for the re-establishment of peace. 


“The Japanese statement contended 
that the fundamental cause of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict was the antl- 
foreign policy of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment’ since the Revolution of 
1011, especially in its anti-Japanese 
aspects, that being sympathetic to 
China's national aspirations Javan. 
had" rendered assistance toward 
thelr realization, that instead of 
showing grateful appreciation of 
‘Japan's goodwill, China had amassed 
‘weapons of war’ against her, thereby 
feausing the present conflet,’and that 
the key to the solution of ‘the Sino- 
Japanese dispute lay in the abandon 
ment of China's anti-Japanese policy 
for one of co-operation with Japan, 


Contentions Pals 
ny one who is familiar with 
recent events in the Far East, will 
readily ‘perceive. the fallacy of ‘the 
‘above contentions, China's foreign 
poliey since the Revolution has been. 
based on the legitimate aspiration to 
fatlain “independence and equality. 
It has been generally understood and 
sympathetically supported by all 
frlendly nations. ‘The Chinese Gov- 
ernment has always respected 
Jogitimate foreign interests in China 














‘and ‘welcomed. foreign capital as 
well as technical assistance. ‘The 
ever-increasing volume of |" Sino- 


foreign trade and the very friendly 
relations existing between the Chin- 
‘ese people and those of other coun- 
frles to-day are concrete proofs of 
China's good neighbour policy which 
doty distortion by the Japanese. 

“Chinn and Japan are close 
neighbours, who are moreover tied 
by racial ‘and Vinguistle affinity, Tt 
eannot but be the fervent desire of 
the Chinese Government and people 
to befriend their neighbouring coun 
try. Unfortunately ever since the 
days of the Revolution of 1911, Japan 
has been pursuing her continental 
ambitions at the expense of Chi 
‘The eplsode of the Twenty-One De 
mands is-still fresh in_our memory. 
During the Nationalist Revolution, 
‘Japan. deliberately obstructed the 
northward advance of the Nationalist 
‘Army and prevented the unifteation 
‘of China under the new regime by 
precipitating the ‘Tsinan Incident of 
1028," One can hardly imagine that 
‘any nation which professes to wel- 
‘come the awakening of | China’ 
national spirit would have behaved 
in such amanner. 


Customs Autonomy 
\s regards the claim that Japan 
took the lead in restoring to China 
her customs autonomy and “pri 
claimed her sympathy toward China’ 
‘aspirations for the abolition of ex- 
traterritoriality, all recorded facts 
prove that the contrary was the case, 
Tn 1928 China had concluded with 
the other Powors treaties providing 
for the unconditional restoration of 
hhor customs autonomy but it was not 
until 1930 that Japan consented to 
conclude a similar tariff agreement 
‘subject (o certain conditions, favour- 
able to herself. In the past two 
‘years Japan has inspired and given 
protection to large seale smuggling 
In China and. actively interfered 
with her customs preventive service, 
causing enormous losses in China's 
Fevene and dislocation of her 
customs administration, 

“With regard to extraterritoriality, 
aapan has of late taken every ad- 
Vantage of this special privilege to 
carry on numerous illegal activities 
in China, such as unauthorized flying 
‘over Chinese territory, the establish- 
ment of espionage organizations, the 
supplying of ammunition to bandits 
fund the protection of the drug traffe. 
Such boing the case, it Is inconceiv- 
‘able how these facts’ could be recon- 
‘lled with the claim that Japan had 
pursued a policy designed to satisty 
the legitimate wishes of the Chinese 
people. 


























‘Acts of Aggression 

“Since September 18, 1931, Japan's 
ets of aggression in” China have 
taken on an ever increasing degree 
of audacity and vast tracts of ter- 
fitory were seized from China. 
Following upon the orgahigation of

the puppet Manchoukuo and the so- 
called "East Hopel Autonomour 
Council,’ she is now busily engaged 
In the freation of a so-called ‘Mon~ 
kukuo,’ or Mongol State in the 
Charhar and Sulyuan provinces. No 
nation can be expected to endure 
such humiliation, and yet China, 
hoping that Japan would nally 
awaken to her mistakes, has time 
fund again admonished her people to 
practise forbearance. In every un- 
fortunate incident which occurred 
between Chinese and Japanese 
nationals the Chinese Government 
sought for an amicable settlement 
even though the fault usually did 
not tle with the Chinese involved. 

“During the past three years 
Japau's trade with China increased 
Jannually, while customs statistics for 
the first’ six months of the current 
year show that she almost attained 
the first place in China's foreign 
trade; ‘That such a steady develop- 
‘ment of Japan's trade with China 
‘was possible should in itself be ainple 
proof that there has been no anti- 
Japanese policy on the part of the 
Chinese’ Government. 


Mass ‘Evacuati 
‘The evacuation of Japanese nation- 
als from various parts of China after 
the Lukouchiao Incident was, In fact, 
Intended to spare them’ from such 
‘mass. slaughters as were perpetrated 
by Japanese airmen at Canton, Han- 
kow and elsewhere. ‘The Chinese 
Government provided the” Japanese 
with every facility in their evacua- 
on and undertook to protect Japan- 
ese property left In’ its custody 
although Chinese evacuation from 
Japan ‘was impeded by the Japanese 
authorities, ‘The telling contrast in 
this ease is sueient indication of the 
underlying sentiment entertained by 
each of the parties concorned., 
“There is, however, a definite limit 
in human éndurance. “The relentless 
pressure of Japan's aggressive aclivi- 
Ues in China ‘has, at. last compelled 
‘the Chinese people to rise in’ self 
defence, but in this armed resistance 
the Chinese people have clearly per~ 
ceived that China's enemy is not the 
JJapanese people but the Japanese 
‘militarists ‘who are bent on ageres- 
sion. What the Chinese people want 
to do is not to eliminate legitimate 
JJapanese interests in China but to 
halt the acts of aggression on the 
part of the Japanese militarists. In 
short. there is no such thing as anti- 
oreignism in China, nor is there in 
reality anything that may be regarded 
Jas antI-Japanese. ‘The present un 
{fortunate situation has arisen entirely 
Jout of the intolerable ‘and ceaseless 
pressure of Japanese aggression in 


China, 
Facts Ignored 

“the Japanese statement further 
alleged that the immediate cause of 
the Sino-Japanese conflict In North 
China was China's violation of the 
Jso-called Ho-Umetsu Agreement by 
sending troops to the North and that 
the hostilities at’ Shangha were 
caused by China's disrepard of the 
1092 ‘Agreement.

+ Sovereign Rights 

“Moreover, in moving its armed 
forces within its own territory 
whether at Shanghai or in North 
China, the Chinese Government has. 
exercised but its sovereign rights 
Jwhich cannot, be subjected to any’ 
restrictions, It would be preposter- 
Jous to assume that Japan was entitled 
{to despatch an enormous army to 
[China while the latter was to be 
dented the right to move her troops 
[for self-defence. As to the Shanghai 
JAgreement of 1932, it has betn re~ 
peatedly violated by the free and 
junlawful movements of Japanese 
Jarmed forees around Shanghal. Up. 
the outbreak of the present hostil 
es, the Japanese openly made use 
jot the International Settlement as a 
basis for military operations. It is, 
therefore, incomprehensible that 
JJapan should have accused any party 
but herself of tearing up the Shang 
hai Agreement. 

“As a signatory to the Nine-Power 
[Treaty Japan is bound by the obliga~ 
tion assumed under the treaty to 
respect China's sovereignty and terri- 
torial and administrative integrity. 
But instead of living up to her 
pledged word, she has without the 
least ground ‘embarked upon large 
{scale military operations against 
[China, occupying Chinese cities, 
Imassacring Chinese people and des- 
{troying Chinese property. 

Communism Question 

‘In the Japanese statement as well 
las in Japan's reply to the Belgian 
Government's invitation, many ref~ 
Jerences were made tothe Chinese 
|Communist Party and the question of 
Communism. It was contended that 
[Communism and the anti-Japanese 
policy of the Chinese Government 
were the two main obstacles to peace- 
ful relations between China and 
Japan, 

“China's policy rests firmly on the: 
foundation of "the Three People’s 
Principles enunciated by the late Dr. 
[Sun Yat-sen. During the last ten years, 
supreme efforts were made by the 
Kuomintang and the National Gov- 
jernment to prevent the spread of the 
Communist doctrine and to suppress 
the violence of Chinese Communists. 
[The long-drawn-out campaign against 
the Communists and the great cost it 
Involved are facts too well-known to 
the world to require any lengthy 
narration. 

“More recently the Chinese Com: 
munist Party awakened to the acute 
[danger of foreign aggression realized 
that national salvation could be 
lachieved only through whole-hearted 
lenforcement of the Three People’s, 
Principles. Consequently, on Septem- 
ber 22, the Communist Party formally 
declared, first, its renunciation of the 
[theory and practice of violence, sec~ 
Jond, cessation of alt activities aimed 
Jat the Bolshevization of China, third, 
fabolition of the Chinese Soviets and 
fourth, disbandment of the Chinese 
Red Army.

SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE

been greally perturbed by the issuance of 
new regulations for the stricter’ control _of 
exchange in that country. A revised Ex- 
change Control Law was promulgated by the 
Manehoukuo government on October 8, 
simultaneously with the issuance of an 
ordinance by the Department of Economies 
containing an order based upon the newly 
revised law. In a report, published in the 
“Manchurian Daily News,” it is stated that] 
the revised law tightens’ exchange control, 
falling into line with similar steps taken by 
Japan, and aims at adjusting the flood of 
oods and capital between Manchoukuo ond

Japan by considering these two countries as 
fa single economic unit. By the Exchange 
Control Law, as now revised, government ap~ 
roval is required for import bills and letters 
of credit exceeding Yuan 1,000 a month. 
‘Consequently before placing orders for goods 
or concluding contracts for importing goods 
from countries other than Japan, importers 
are obliged to apply for government approval 
of the import bills, “Exchange for luxuries such 
as objets Wart, jewellery, perfumes, powder, 
‘cosmetic cream, rouge, cle., cameras, liquors, 
‘cigars and cigarettes and high-class motor 
cars will not as a rule be approved, while! 
exchange’ for such imports as wheat flour, 
sugar, paper, tea, watches and clocks, con- 
feetionery, sille and rayon textiles, earthen- 
ware and canned provisions, which are pro- 
duced in Manchoukuo or for which substitutes] 
could be obtained from Japan, will be strietly| 
restricted, Government permission will be! 
required for the import and export of goods! 
without bills, as also for the importation and| 
exportation of securities and lelters of credit. 
In addition government licence will be re-| 
quired. for the remittance abroad of money 
relating {o the withdrawal of deposits, re- 
payment of loans and payments of dividends. 
Persons desiring to remit money abroad to 
their families of more than Yuan 1,000 a year| 
‘or those desiring to tour in foreign countries! 
carrying letters of credit, etc., tor more than’ 
that sum as travelling expenses will also be} 
required (o obtain permission, though these! 
restrictions do not apply when the destina-| 
tion is Japan, 


It has at once to be conceded that 
every nation has the right to pass whatever 
legislation it considers best suited to its] 
particular needs, and the precedents set by 
other countries ‘in their endeavour to con- 
their exchange may be quoted in 
support of such an argument, But in the!

The contention that this legisla- 
tion is of Manchoukuo'’s own making will not| 
hold water for one moment on examination, | 
for this is very clearly a case of the voice| 
being the voice of Jacob and the hands the] 
hands of Esau, Clearly preferential treat 
ment is being given to Japan and acceptance. 
by Japan of such a state of affairs—even if she 
did not participate in bringing it about, which 
no one for one moment will believe—would

‘oft repeated undertakings. Obviously, 10 
‘quote the “Manchurian Daily News" again.

‘anxious scrutiny, Recent assuranees that the 
world at large has no need to fear for the] 
Open Door policy in China at the hands of] 
Japan read strangely in view of what is| 
‘actually happening in a land where it cannot! 
be denied that the Japanese are wielding the 
greatest possible influence. To resort to the} 
‘eover of Manchoukuo's alieged complete in- 
dependence, which is s0 often insisted upon, | 
is to emphasize something which simply docs] 
not exist.

AN APPEAL TO REASON

‘The appeal to reason at Brussels is made 
in unpromising circumstances. Of the two 
principals in the dispute which comes under 
review by the signatories to the Nine Power 








Pact one is absent, It is unlikely therefore 
that the other can temper presentation of an 


ex parte case with such proposals as_ can! 
fruitfully be developed toward a compromise. 
‘The Italian delegate within the Conference 
and the Japanese Ambassador to Belgium 
without appear to have imperfectly ap- 
preciated the conditions in which the meeting, 
has been called. One suggests that the Con- 
ference's obligations are fulfilled by bringi 
China and Japan together and leaving the 
matter there. The other talks of an insult to 
{China and Japan‘ by thus assembling other! 
powers to consider the dispute between those 
two countries. ‘The prosaic fact is that the 
signatories to the Nine Power Pact are bound 
‘by that engagement to engage in frank con- 
sultation with each other if any one of them 
considers that the situation demands consi 
deration of the application of the stipulations 
contained therein. Japan and China are both 
signatories, together with Belgium, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, the Netherlands, Por- 
tugal and the United States of America. Japan 
herself has made certain charges against 
China's observance of the Treaty. It is not un= 
Feasonable therefore to suggest that whatever| 
may be her justification for holding aloof from 
the Conference, she can hardly endorse the 
view that the delegates are acting ultra vires 
‘or meeting in contumely cither of Japan or 
China. So much is heard of the failure to 
keep to solemn engagements that the 
assemblage at Brussels chastened as its mem~ 
bers are by bitter experience of past dis- 
appointments does at least indicate the per- 
sistence of a determination to restore an 
‘essential part of the machinery of international 
relationships, M. Yvon Delbos put the matter 
plainly as the safeguarding of rules on which 
civilization depends. Japan's present resolu- 
tion to have no part in the Conference seems 
unlikely to be modified, but it is clear that! 
all hope of eventually ‘inducing her to re~ 
‘consider that decision has not been abandoned, 
M, Litvinoff made a good point when he| 
warned his colleagues of the danger of 
subordinating fundamental issues 10 the 
moral satisfaction of registering personal 
Successes as sponsors of deliberation. Dr. 
Wellington Koo seems to have presented 
China's case with ability and exceptional 
restraint. “He cven managed to suggest, if in 
the faintest outline, the possibility of meeting 
Japan in a spirit of compromise. Naturally 
he was impelled to emphasize China's view 
of the action which has forced her Govern 
ment to lead the nation in resistance to Japan, 
but he deftly accepted Japan's own defini- 
tion by disclaiming hostility to the Japanese 
people. That attitude docs not, of course, 
mean anything so long as the two 
are locked in a life-and-death stru 
may be of more account when the influences 
of goodwill can be brought effectively to bear 
upon the issue confronting the Conference. 
Mr. Anthony Eden showed no disposition to| 
believe that the task would be easy. He fully 
accepted Mr. Davis" refusal to expect miracles 
from the Conference, but it can at least be 
‘aid that the preliminaries have not weakened 
the case for perseverance. The decision to 
Ko into secret conclave promises a practical 
concentration on the search for solution rather 
than on the dialectical array of opposing 
points of view. Critics who scoff at the 
notion that the Conference can possibly be of 
value may be invited to ask themselves 
whether, in the light of past experience and 
resent ‘heavy prooccupations, the Govern- 
ments of important world-stales would expose 
their statesmen to a mere exercise in the 
frittering away of public time and money 
Just for the sake of making an academic 
flourish for the edification of intellectual 
theorists and their groundling dupes. 
Nations, as well as men, may learn lessons: 
from experience. Otherwise history is a barren 
ficld of study. “That is where Brussels may 
hold out a signal of hope. When it is justly 
pointed out that the collective system built 
up at Geneva has badly broken down, it is 
not so often realized that the system con- 
tains within itself the capacity for remedial 
action. Foreibly stating the case against the 
League, Mr. Douglas Jerrold in discussing] 
the situation here to readers of “The Nine- 
teenth Century”, says 
‘The present conflict arises, as so many wars: 
have arisen from the dawn of history, from 
the proximity’ of a vast empire in confusion 
with a small, vigorous and highly organized 
state suffering from the pressure of popula- 
tion. No power on earth could ever have 
solved this problem by consent, No. power 
fon earth could ever have solved it at all 
‘without redrawing the map of Asia, and that 
|g a power which Asia will never concede to 
Europe, anymore than Europe would con- 
eede it to Asia in regard to the frontiers of | 
the European slates, Yet similar problems 
have, been settled in past times without a 
Mr, Jerrold argues that, owing to the terms of| 
the Covenant, the Washington ‘Treaty con- 
tained no provision for positive action for| 
peace and justice or “in defence of the barest 
decencies of civilization.” So China was sent 
away “contented to resume her endless civil 
wars. Her frontiers were secure. She could 
do what she liked within them". That com- 
ment is pertinent in establishing the view 
that the Brussels Conference cai actually 
make a valid contribution to the settlement 
of this crisis for there is nothing within the 
terms of the Treaty to prevent consideration 
Of just those issues to which Mr. Jerrold, 
albeit with an imperfect appreciation of the 
facts, draws timely attention.

PROSAIC PERTINENCE 
Nov. 9. 

Whether Japan is able to revise her present 
decision to stand aloof from the Nine Power 
Conference at Brussels or, as unfortunately 
seems more probable, will persist in absten- 
tion from that form of international co-opera- 
tion, it is necessary to put on record the 
circumstances In which her decision is being 
taken, An instrument to which she with 
eight other nations is a party has been framed 
with the declared object of safeguarding the 
integrity of China and so securing that Far 
Eastern stability on which Japan properly 
sets store. Events have aroused certain ap= 
prehensions that the obligations of the Treaty 
in question have been neglected or are in 
danger of being ignored, There is prima 
facie evidence of the justification for that 
view in the statements of Japanese repre- 
sentatives themselves, to go no further, It 
is true, of course, that the League of Nailons 
which "has had under consideration specific 
data on which protest has been formulated 
against Japanese policy and actions has been, 
moved {0 come to certain conclusions unpalat 
able to Japan. It is equally true that the 
League, recognizing the defects of its present 
‘composition, has for the time being preferred 
to leave the matter in the hands of the 
signatories of the Nine Power Pact who might 
be expected to command Japan's ¢o-opera- 
tion since she is one of them, albeit no longer 
a member of the League. ‘The League has, 
however, not been the direct convener of the 
Conference which takes its origin from the 
motion of the President of the United States 
of America, one of the nine signatories, It 
hhas been expressly declared that the Con- 
ference approaches the issue in no spirit of 
censoriousness, No member is to be asled 
to stand in a white shect or will be invited 
to mount a pedestal of oppressive sanctity. 
The immediate problem is the existence of a 
state of war which has paralyzed one of the 

jost important of Far Eastern countries and 
wolved millions in the misery of slaughter 
and desolation, Beside that conerete fact 
discussion of responsibility or any attempt 
to apportion blame becomes merely a dilletante 
study of the abstract. ‘The practical service 
which the Conference is charged to perform.

‘That, 
at any rate, is the primary motive of their 
renewing the invitation which Japan is now 
considering. 

It would be absurd to pretend to be 
surprised that so much persuasion has to be 
employed, or that even then it may fail, to 
ensure what, in the private life of an ordinary 
citizen, would be regarded as a routine 
fact of courtesy among business associates, 
Japan whether she likes it or not, is a business 
associate of the other eight powers and the 
problem set for their common handling affects 
them all in greater or less degree. Althoug! 
for reasons which seem good to her, Japa 
‘hus unilaterally taken measures to’ adjust 
her relations with China, the fact remains 
that those measures—justifable or otherwise 

radically affect the interests of her associates 

‘und, therefore, their relations with China and 
‘Japan herself It is not unreasonable for 
‘Japan to be asked to enter into a conference 
with those intimately and juristically con- 
cerned with these developments if only to 
facilitate the statement of her policy in the 
‘manner which international usage and 
courtesy alike demand, Japan has consistent- 
ly maintained that her policy fn China has 
een framed and carried out with the object 
of contributing toward veace and Far Eastern. 
stability. She has shown considerable anxiety 
over what she imagines ‘to be an unfair 
hostility to her present actions. Can she 
avoid accepting the opportunity now offered 
‘and, yet, expect the world to believe that 
her’ case cannot be assailed? Whatever 
resentment she may feel against the League, 
she has no justifieation for accusing the 
Brussels Conference of bias or Inck of con- 
sideration for her dignity, 
It is to be feared that Japanese statesmen 
‘und those who are disposed to applaud their 
‘obduracy are blind to the fundamental issues

present state of the world has driven ‘home 
the lesson that comity among nations cannot 
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be preserved unless a determined effort be 
made to bring them back to the same simple 
principles on which the relations between 
individuals are based. ‘Those _principles| 
demand some sort of assurance that the 
pledge and the plighted word can be reliably 
invoked, Human weakness is such that 
Adelity to counsels of perfection often 
falters, but human relationships depend in 
the Iast resort on a general recognition of 
the rectitude of those counsels and a general 
endeavour to keep faith as between man and 
man, The substitution of other standards in 
the world to-day has been so disastrous that 
the conscience of civilization is dulled, ‘That! 
has disquietened statesmen who can still keep | 
balanced minds and who still refuse to despair 
‘of their. generation. It may be that in a 
corporate discussion of this problem errors 
have to be confessed or at least recognized. 
Yet that is not the chief consideration for 
practical men, ‘They surely are concerned, 
with the prosaic pertinence of securing to the 
nation as to tho individual that freedom 
which is the birthright of humanity—a 
freedom not destructive of other liberties or 
intrusive on other polities whatever the 
pretext may be, Japan has admittedly called 
in question the right by arms to impose on 
China her will without recourse to the con- 
sidered judgment of her colleagues in in 
ternational co-operation, If she refuses to 
respond to the desire for her presence in 
considering the issues involved on the basis| 
of equality, she will be assuming a responsi- 
bility which one day may prove irksome and 
productive of unavailing regret.

is still the main pre-occupation, although the 
unexpected strength of the Chinese effort 
round Shanghai has necessitated large-scale 
naval and military activities and the general 
situation has impelled the Japanese to declare 
‘a modified blockade of the China coast, de~ 
monstrations against Canton and intensive] 
aerial offensives against fifty Chinese cities 
sprend over a wide area. ‘The capture of 
‘Talyuan, the eapital of Shansi, the provinefal 
administration has moved its headquarters to 
Linfen—gives the Japanese a useful point 
of concentration for support of the advance: 
on the Peking Hankow Railway where their 
progress has outstripped that made to the 
‘east and west, Japanese reports admit that 
the fighting in'Shansi has been flerce and the 
resistance of the Chinese forces there has 
een overcome only by dint of the unsparing’ 
‘employment of the superior artillery and air- 
power at Japanese disposal, It is by no 
means certain that the advancing forces will 
have even now an easy passage to the Yellow 
River for obviously the Government here is 
not disposed to make specific announcement 
of its military plans, ‘That the Japanese would 
eventually be able to occupy Taiyuan has 
been generally expected. ‘The question is 
how far the resistance which the Japanese 
have met has provided the necessury stimulus 
to the Government's declared intention to 
persevere in upholding China's independence. 
‘That can be answered only by the course of 
‘events as they now proceed to unfold them- 
selves, although it appears that there is 
every’ indication that the Government has 
behind it a solid backing of national opinion 
and that the morale of its forces has been 
remarkably maintained. 

In the Shanghai area, the Japanese by 
feinting at Liuho and in the Whangpoo with 
transports and fishing craft, have managed 
to make a substantial landing on the 
Chekiang-Kiangsu coast near Chapoo. This 
strategic move has rendered the position of 
the Chinose forces at Pootung untenable and 
it Is probable that a withdrawal will now 
take place, as also generally from the Jess~ 
field and Hungjao areas. In contemplating. 
this situation which suggests that the one 
clrelement of Shanghai by Japanese forces 


may before long be effected, it is appropriate 
to bear in mind the underlying prineiple of 


Chinese operations here. It was not expected 
that the Japanese would have much difficulty 
in clearing the districts round Shanghai but] 
when it was found that conditions lent them- 
selves to more than a mere show of resistance 
—the weather was favourable to the Chinese 
—especially as the Chinese forces, despite 
heavy punishment and severe losses, were in 
good trim, the advantages of hanging on 
Tonyer were perceived and seized. Few 
observers would have ventured to prophesy 
‘on Aug. 18 that for three months the fighting 
would persist within and on the edge of 
Shanghai. ‘This’ outcome will give the 
Chinese Command a confidence whieh, if the 
rotirement now indicated be carried ‘out in 
good order, as was that from Klangwan and. 
Chapel, may prove invaluable as the defence 
of positions further west is now taken in 
hand. It must, however, be realized that the 
region west “of Shanghai has suffered 
severely from the operations of the Japanese 
airforce and it is not known what organiza- 
tion had been able to achieve in mitig 

that difficulty for the purpose of continuing

near Chapoo is not exactly known. Apparently 
reliable reports mention large figures, It is 
conceivable that the Japanese plan may be 
directed toward a wide-sweeping movement 
which by a rapid concentration west of the 
Tai Hu Lake might confront the Chinese 
General Staff with an unexpectedly difficult 
problem for the defence of Nanking. Much 
of course will depend on the line which the 
defence is designed to take and on the 
measures which have been put in train to) 
check the deployment from the Chapoo area. 
It is significant that on hearing of the arrival 
of Japanese advance guards on the Whangpoo 
near Sungkiang Chinese troops were at once 
‘on the alert to deal with that threat, 

‘The developments round Shanghai and the 
capture of Taiyuan indicate that the Japanese 
fare within reach of two objectives—the 
physical control of the five northern prov- 
{nces, for the creation of the autonomous 
régime of Inner Mongolia has automatically 
arisen from the invasion of Suiyuan, and the 
creation of a belt ringing off Shanghai from 
the rest of China, How far this carries Japan 
to the final settlement of her differences with 
China the event alone will determine. On 
the face of it the achievement looks more 
substantial than it really may turn out to be. 
For one thing the potentialities of Chinese 
guerrilla plans in the North have yet to be 
tested, Until the present crisis broke, Japan 
had considerable influence on affairs ‘north 
of the Yellow River. She also was no 
negligible factor in Shanghai's destiny. The 
unknown quantity is now Nanking. Events| 
in that capital have been shrouded in the’ 
mystery of war-time reticence. It is, how- 
ever, believed that political co-ordination has 
heen actively at work. There is a clearly- 
defined war policy to which all sectional dif- 
ferences have been subordinated. In other 
words it may well happen that Japan has 
still a long way to go before she can assert 
that she is within measurable distance of 
enforcing her will upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment, The effort which she is now making 
with the -apparently whole-hearted support 
of her people may have to be continued. Tt 
will be interesting to see what are the 
developments which may arise from the 
Chinese Government's adjustment of its 
plans to the new phase now about to come 
into the picture. Japan can report successes 
to her people. ‘The question is how far those 
successes will require further. and more 
elaborate effort to establish their efficacy in 
opening the door to direct negotiations be- 
tween the two countries.

THE U.S, ELECTIONS 


Nov. 6. 


The local elections in the United States, 
which have just been concluded, do not give 
any very clear idea as to the opinion of the 
country on anything much except its. own 
domestic issues, and few of those were 
directly linked with national policies, The 
re-election of Mr. Fiorello La Guardia as 
Mayor of New York inay indeed be a severe 
defeat to Tammany Hall, shown by the 
reverse to have a weakening hold upon the 
political machine of that great city, which its 
opponents will welcome with considerable 
satisfaction. There were factors in Mr. La 
Guardia’s success not entirely connected with 
straight warfare between the party machines, 
His anti-vice crusade, his support of Mr. 
‘Thomas Dewey who has carried on a success- 
ful fight against gangsterdom in New York, 
‘and his own striking personality undoubtedly 
contributed largely to the victory which he 
secured in face of the determined efforts of 
Tammany Hall to unseat him. But in ad- 
dition to all that Mr. La Guardia’s wordy 
sparring with certain of the German leaders, 
regrettable from the point of view of oMfcial 
dignity as it undoubtedly was, secured for 
him the loyal support of New York's Jewry, 
a factor in Now York polities which no 
candidate for office can disregard with any 
hope of eventual success. ‘These considera- 
tions do not in any way minimize the severity 
‘of the defeat inflicted upon Tammany, whose 
desperate fight ‘only succeeded in securing 
400,000 votes less for their candidate than 
those polled for Mr. La Guardia, 

City elections in other parts of the United 
States gave little indication of support for 
the belief held in some quarters that the 
strength of the Democratic party is waning. 
This was particularly true of the eastern 
seaboard, and there is every reason to believe 
that President Roosevelt's policies still com- 
mand the support of the electorate at large. 
‘That certainly seems to be the one point 
which the results of the election have em- 
phasized, and short of any really serious 
error between now and the next presidential 
election, there seems good prospects that tho 
Democrats ‘will again be successful. It has 
to be remembered that the Democrats during 
the past few years, with the New Deal and 
similar policies have succeeded in welding 
together a party machine, which. for sheer 
political control has completely “out-tam- 
manied” Tammany. So much so is this the 
‘case that the Republicans will be very hard 
put to it, without the resources which be- 
ing in power necessarily confer upon a 
party, to construct .a political edifice ‘likely 
to give President Roosevelt and his followers 
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much cause for anxiety, sofong as there Is 
no very wide divergence from the lines which 
they have been following up to the present. 
Reverting to New York again, it would be 

ish to argue that Tammany has permanently 
lost the power it once had, and it may be 
depended upon to fight on to the very last 
in an endeavour again to regain power; the 
real state of affairs appears to have been’ that 
‘Mr, La Guardia’s personality and his very 
shrewd pre-election tactics, in circumstances 
which may never operate as favourably for 
him again, were things against which his op~ 
ponents slrusgled in vain, and were bound 
to do, 


Even more interesting than these two 
phases of the elections, is the part which 
Labour played, It had’ attempted to secure 
political control of such important industrial 
centres as Detroit, Mich., and Akron and 
Canton, Ohio. In Pittsburgh, the Democratic 
candidate for the mayoralty, supported by 
the Committee for Industrial Organization, was 
re-elected, in Canton, the Labour candidate 
was defeated, Judge Paterson with the back- 
ing of the Labour Non-Partizan League, 
organized by Mr. John L. Lewis, chairman 
of the C.L0., went down in defeat in Akron; 
while, in Detroit, C.L0, candidates for the 
mayoralty and a’ seat on the Council were 
both defeated. How far Labour's defeat may 
be altributed to the schism in the ranks 
brought about by the dispute between Mr. 
Lewis's organization and the American 
Federation of Labour is not at present ap- 
parent, but there is every reason to believe 
that that cleavage «undoubtedly had a pro- 
found effect upon the fortunes of the party 
in the cities in which they were defeated. 
That reverse is only a temporary one, It is 

sasonable to suppose that Labour in iis own 
interests will eventually bring about fusion 
between the two opponents. A united party 
‘would then have greater strength than has 
‘at present been demonstrated, and while it 
may be a long time before it can be expected 
to dominate the polls at either presidential 
or municipal elections, without doubt the 
day is coming when organized Labour in the 
United States will be as much a force to be 
reckoned with as the Labour Party is in 
Great Britain,

Possibly, other and new issues may be expected 
to arise.’ Its account of the adventures encoun- 
tered in collecting rice for the due provision of 
the Settlement is necessarily restrained but it 
suMelently indicates the exercise of qualities 
which have served Shanghailanders so well in 
the effort to meet the most serious emergency 
ever befalling this City. 








POPPY DAY 

Present conditions make it quite impossible 
for the United Services’ Association to attempt 
{o arrange the usual Poppy Day street collection 
gn November 11, Nevertheless, Flanders 
Poppies will be on sale at all leading clubs, as- 
sociations, hongs and shops. It should be’ ex- 
plained that these poppies are sold by the As- 
Sociation to aid its charity fund which assists 
British ex-service men of Shanghal in distressed 
sircumstances.

It should stimulate confidence 
in the eventual success of meastires for enforein 
legislation designed to bring industrial con 
ditions Nere up to modern standards. Messrs 
B.D. Tata & Co. ae from 1021 have dis- 
pensed with the contract labour system in 
Shanghal. ‘The China Printing & Finishinx 
Company, by far the biggest calico printing 
concern and British up to the hilt, has never 
done other than engage its Jabour direet. ‘The | 
China’ Printing & Finishing Company is the| 
only British firm in China which deals with the| 
whole processes embraced by the cotton textile| 
Industry from the handling of the raw eotton to] 
the out-turn of the finished product in the 
bleached, dyed and printed forms. Its parent] 
company, the Calico Printers Association, is 
Amongst ‘the premier textile concerns in Great] 
Britain, and probably the largest combine 
of its kind in the world, Messrs, Paton & 
Baldwins, Ltd., snother important British firm, 
engaged in the woollen textile industry, has 
‘never employed contract labour nor used the|

‘Trade at a Standstilt 


‘Trade is completely at a standstill, 
‘as most of the local industries, such 
‘as carpets, modern curios, lacquer~ 
‘ware and clolsonné are closed down, 
Jor at least only working half time. 
Is partly due to Eick of capital and 
ready money, and partly to the fact 
that many of the skilled workmen 
have left to return to thelr homes in. 
the country, ‘The currency question, 
too, is causing employers of labour 
great difficulties, as there is a great 
[shortage of Central” Government 
banknotes and other.-good currency. 
Considerable hoarding of these bani 
notes is going on privately; the local 
Danks are now all under some kind 
of supervision by Japanese gend2rmes 
and are only allowed to pay out 
Jquite small sums; while Japanese 
soldiers and residents are forcing 
yen notes on the market, generally at 
their own rates which are naturally 
not at all in favour of the Chinese 
shopkeeper.

Japanese Operate Railways 

The rallways have, needless to say, 
been all taken over.’by the Japanese| 
and railway staffs from Manchoukuo 
have been brought in to work them.

the front with stores, munitions and 





men, the restoration of the rail 
services has so far been of little 
benefit to the ordinary trader. ‘The 





only beneficial result that the war| 
has brought to North China hitherto 
has boon a notable reduction of many 
of the exorbitant local taxes; though 
fs trade is not moving, this can be 
of little benefit except to the ine 
dividual, 

In spite of the great falling-off of 
trade ‘and business in Peiping, the 
‘cost of living for the common people 

not gone up as badly as the pre~ 
@ictions “of experts and the scare-| 
lines of the newspapers had led one| 
to expect, The reason for this is 
probably, that despite all the external 
trappings of foreign trade, the com 
ron people of China, when hard put 
to It, are not so very dependent on. 
foreign imports after all. They can. 
get olong, if necessary, on thelr own 
immediate produce, and it happens 
that the harvest in the environs of 
the city has been very good this 
year. 

‘The countryside, however, is any-| 
thing Dut peaceful, and conditions| 
there are very much less secure than 
Hin the city these days. The country.

‘The presence of bandits in the sur 
rounding country was responsible for: 

The 
racing members of the Peking Club, 
‘with a certain lack of imagination of 
regard for other peoples’ (Chinese) 
feeling, decided to hold thelr autumn 
meeting as usual at the Paomachang | 
Race Course about three miles outside 
the city. ‘The Japanese military

‘The majority report, signed by Sir 
Wilfred Woods and Mr. Willis, ap- 
Proved the systems obtaining in'both 
colonies, except that it had not been 
enforced in Malaya as strictly as in 
Hongkong. They recommended, how- 
fever, ceriain measures designed to 
strengthen those in force, 

‘A minority report was written by 
Miss Pleton-Turbervill, who was “less 
satisfied than her colleagues with the 
existing state of affairs.” 

‘While admitting that thelr recom= 
‘mendations were “useful administra 
tive reforms,” sho wrote that she 
‘could “only ‘regard them as wholly 
inadequate.”

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BANDIT EPISODE IN 
EASTERN TIBET 


Robber Gang Raids Several 
Villages 


From Our Own  Comsstownexe 


‘Yenchin. Sikang, Sept. 20. 

So far this has been a year ot 
‘actual robbery and rumors of im- 
pending robberies that have yet to 
be realized in the region lying be- 
‘twoen Atuntze on the ‘Tibetan border 
‘and Yenchin in southeastern Tibet. 
One incident concerned a large 
robber band which marshalled trom 
‘Tibetan tribes along the lett bank of 
the Yangtze four or fve days of 
overland caravan travel south of 
‘Batang, erossed that wide stream 
‘and marched against the usually 
peaceful villages of Jong and Song~ 
Ling. Arriving at Jong at noon one 
day, they calmly proceeded to make 
themselves comfortable In some of 
the village houses there, helping 
themselves 'to tea, butter, parched 
barley flour (tsamba) and’ whatever 
else they found. 








‘They spent several days there, and 
as long as they were treated well by 
tha villagers all went well. But with 
the first show of resentment by 





‘certain of the Jong villagers toward 
thelr unwelcome guests, trouble 
started, ‘There was shooting and a 
few deaths, while others were wound- 
ed. If accurately reported, the 
casualties were chiefly among the 
visiting robbers. Chinese soldiers 
‘and Tibetan reserves were sent. {rom 
‘Atuntze and its surrounding villages, 
‘and the robbers slowly retreated to 
thelr Yangtze valley homes, but not 
until after they had burned eight or 
ten of the larger houses there, and 
others at Songting and other small 
‘Tibetan villages. 

Revenge the Motive 

‘The motive underlying their visit 
to the Mekong Valley villages ts not 
generally known, but. was. possibly 
that of revenge for former wrongs 

“which may have been perpetrated 
earlier by certain of the Jong and 
other villagers. Tt seems’ evident 
that some homes were purposely 
visited and burned, while others were 
Intentionally spared. 

‘And now and ever since that 
pillaging expedition, rumours are 
constantly belng circulated, by those 
who onjoy amusing themselves by 
alarming their gullible neighbours. of 
‘approaching large bands of robbers. 
‘Usually such reports have no found 
tlon in fact at all, and when robber 
fare actually out at all, ther 
usually but a few of them, 
numberg are always exaggerated and 
multiplied several or many times. 
Apparently the newsmongers have no 
@esire at all to adhere to or even 
approach the truth, Sinee the 
episode, some of the robbed villagers 
are sald to have gone into the 
robbers’ territory once or twice to 
avenge part of their wrongs. If true, 
fone may suppose that the end is not 
yet, and that further hostilities are 
to be expected. 

Good Harvest Expected 

‘This year's second crops, buck~ 
wheat, millet and corn, in south= 
eastern Tibet, will probably yield 
Well, which Is'well for the local popu~ 
Inco’ who are taxed heavily whether 
erops yield well or poorly. Most of 
the small flelds and patches on the 
Yenchin plain or plateau, as well a 
those of the outlying villages are 
irigible. This is fortunate, as other— 
wwiso locally grown food stufls would 
bbe pitiably scarce. Water for irriga- 
tion is frequently insuMetent unless 

















supplemented by” rains. And when 
there. is drought, "ns was the ‘case 
during the spring and early summer 
tmonths this year, erop shortage is 
Inevitable. 

Drought plus multiplied 
by the Tibetan oflcials, has made 
farce’ locally needed. ‘suppiles of | 
svhest, barley and speltz, resulting | 
in boosted prices on’ those staple | 
articles ‘of diet. Much of the grain 
is catried away’ for taxes, t0 provide

Chinese Admit Japanese Have Crossed, Deny Claim 
‘That Advance Has Been Continued 


Shanghai, Nov. 2. 


BOMBED, shelled, and machine-gunned, the Chinese troops on 
the south bank of the Soochow Creek were strenuously re- 
sisting Japanese army efforts to push home the advantage they 


had gained by crossing the creek on Sunday. 


Late last night a 


‘Chinese spokesman admitted that the Japanese, after having been 
driven back by a number of counter-attacks, had again managed 
to land men on the south bank. Severe fighting, he said, was still 


proceeding. 


‘The Japanese claimed yesterday evening that their advance, 
though slow, had not been checked since Sunday, and that their 
men were pushing forward steadily towards villages to the south 
and within the Chinese lines. From the direction of the shelling 
yesterday, which was southwards and less towards the western 
perimeter than during the Inst fews days, foreign observers were 
inclined to credit their statement, though admitting that the 


Chinese were contesting every foot of the way. 


Houses in the western district wery 
again shaken severely during yester~ 
day's bombardments, but casualties

were comparatively negligible, Dur- 
ing the day planes agin bombed 
positions "in Pootung, while the 
Smaller Japanese warships in the 
‘Whangpoo occasionally sheiled the 
trea behind the godowns, Citizens 
‘of ‘Nantao continued yesterday to 
‘evacuate that portion of the eity.

American's Hectic Journey to| 
the Chinese Capital 


Shanghal, Nov. 2.

Dr, Brierly explained the abortive

Jence in 1923 to limit the use of the 
aeroplane in war, In fact there was 
fone ‘and only one effective way of 
preventing the distressing resulis of 
the aerial bomb and. that was” by 
abolishing the aeroplane as an 
Jontensive weapon, However much it 
might be desired to limit the bomb- 
ing ‘to. military” objectives, the 
proximity of non-combatants. to the 
{targets rendered it Impossible to avold 
involving. them in the attacks. 

‘Terrorism had been banned as a 
legitimate objective for any arms, yet 
in practice, as the object of war was 
to bring the enemy to abandon his 
resistance at the earliest possible 
‘moment, it might even be impossible 
to prevent that form of assault if the 
ogic of the situation were. studied, 

‘The imposition of restrictions on 
the use of the eeroplane was not 
hocessarily useless. Tt had achieved, 
something and might achieve more.

‘Third Party Nationals Asked 
to Submit Locations 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 4. 
With the progress of hostilities, the 
Japanese Army authorities are giving 
avery protection to the interests and 
property. of Third Party nationals 
Im the war zone, a Japanese military 
spokesman sald’ yesterday.

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RICKSHAW TRADE HIT 
SUFFERS BADLY 


Pullers Reduced by 50% 
Reduction of Rentals 


Shanghal, Nov. 

Problems affecting the _pubife 
rickshaw industry arising from the 
local hostilities have recently engaged 
the Shanghat Munlelpat Councll’s 
attention. It has been necessary to 
reconcile the conflicting claim of 
the Pullers’ Mutual Ald Association 
to maintenance of its revenue at the 
full” standard rate of $1.50. per 
rickshaw monthly, and the clam of 
the owners that they have only 
‘been able to collect from the pullers 
2 daily rental considerably below 
the authorised rental of 77 cents 
(including the 7 cents PMAA, 
contribution). 

‘The necessity for reduction of the 
monthly rental charge by the owner 
to the puller is attributed by the 
‘owners mainly to the curfew res 
frictions and the reduced area in 
which rickshaws can ply. dn ad~ 
dition the owners clam that the 
industry has suffered from labour 
disruption due to the hostilities and 
also from the loss of many rickshaws, 
Estimates of the number of public 
pullers now available range "from 
‘approximately 50 per cent. to 20 
per cent. of the previous total. On 
its part the PMAA. was naturally. 
concerned to remain in receipt of 
contributions whied would permit 
the continuance of its :services to 
the pullers. 

For the months of September and 
October the P.M.A.A. contribution 
was waived and "the authorised 
rental charge to pullers was cor- 
Fespondingly reduced. ‘The P.M.A.A, 
was advised to draw upon’ its 
reserves to tide over the emergency 
period. 

Special Committee Formed 


A. special committee was then set 
up to advise the Council upon the 
whole matter of the effect of the 
emergency upon the Industry. This 
committee consisted of Messrs. 
BY, B, Kiang and Yulin Hsi, Mem- 
bers’ of Council, Mr. 'T. K. Ho, 
Deputy Secretary, Mr. . ‘Middleton, 
Deputy ‘Treasurer—Revenue, and 
Superintendent Stubbings, Rickshaw 
Control Omcer. This committee has 
recommended and the Counell has 
approved the collection of 60 cents 
per rickshaw towards the P.M.A.A. 
funds for the month ot November, 
and $1.00 monthly. thereafter until 
the removal of curfew restrictions, 
when the standard collection of

Gietated by a desire on the one hand 
to afford temporary relief to the 
rickshaw industry, pressed ast 
was by abnormal circumstances, and 
at the same time to preserve as 
far as possible the important wel- 
fare work for the pullers rendered 
by the PMLAA. 

In regard to the renewal of 
pullers’ licences a postponement of 
the date fixed (October) was re- 
quested by the owners upon the 
Ground that a large number of the 
regular pullers .were absent from 
Shanghai, ‘The owners claimed that 
only about 20 per cent. of tho 
originally lccnsed pullers ‘were still 
in Shanghal and that any’ building 
up of their numbers to the former 
evel could only be by a gradual 
process involving several months, 
The Council for a time, i view of 
the abnormal conditions, allowed the 
pulling of public rickshaws by 
unlicensed persons, but it has now 
been decided to’ commence the 
renewal of licensing of public pullers 
for 1938 on November’ 1, 1037, and 
to take police action against’ un- 
Hicerised pullers as soon as the pro- 
‘cess has been completed. 

‘A considerable number of public 
rickshaws having been destroyed the 
opportunity was taken to consider 
whether replacement was advisable

64,000 Housed in 128 Local 
‘Camps

‘The Public Health Department's 
yeport on the situation as regards 
refugee ‘camps in the International 
Seltioment states that the number of 
‘camps showed very little change at 
the end of October, i.c. there were 
126. camps on October 29 as against 
125 camps on October 17- ‘The num 
ber of refugees, however, has shown 
fa steady increase and on October 31 
the total number, of refugees in the 
varlous camps was 04,189 as against| 
the total of 66,196 on October 17, It 
‘was felt at the end of October that 
with ‘the’ influx of” thousands’ of 
refugees from districts west of Shang- 
‘hal a further and more rapid inereaso| 
of the camp population would occur 
‘m the early part of November. 

‘The process of closing down old 
camps and shifting thelr inmates. to 
‘new sites goes on. Particularly im- 
portant in this respect are three new 
éamps, which have recently been 
‘opened “near the Yenping” Road 
Stadlum—one ina factory. building 
‘and two in matshed:: ‘The. total 
‘number of ‘refugees in this neigh= 
bourhood at the end of October was 
4937 and some of the new ‘camps 
were proposing to admit further re- 
fugees. All the camps have adequate 
‘medical altention and good progress 
Is boing made In the matter of sani= 
tary” improvements, Tt should’ be 
noted, however, that refugees in the 
matsheds will be particularly exposed 
to the inclemeneies of the approach= 
ing cold weather. ‘The need of 
providing these refugees with. ade- 
quate clothing and bedding is’ being 
‘Drought to the particular attention of

societies,

| Up to noon yesterday, the Chinese forces reported success in 
holding the Japanese units at the points where they had crossed 
‘the creck, claiming their strength to be between 600 and 700 men, 
‘Most of these were said to be holding out at Wuchiaso, a village 
to the south of Dien Doo. About 80 to 100 more were said to 


Ibe barricaded inside a small, red 


brick house in the village across 


the creek south of Sung Ka Doo. 

Japanese communiques issued late last night reported that 
la further detachment crossed the Creek at 3 o'clock yesterday 
fafternoon south of Kiangchiaochen, and joined the Wakizaka and 


[Shimoe units, who had crossed two days earlier. 


‘The new detach- 


ment is said to have launched an offensive immediately against 


ithe Chinese and it was reported that they were “ 


the Chinese forces to the south.” 

‘Beginning about 7 o'clock last 
night, a heavy bombardment, was in 
progress in the western “outside 
Foads” district, the bright bursts of 
shrapnel boing observed from parts 
fof the Settlement and French Con- 








cession. In addition, trench-mortar 
and machine-gun fire was plainly 
heard. 


‘The Chinese, preparations to hold 
the western “outside roads” area 
‘were continued throughout yesterday 
and resulted in the placing of long 
lines of barbed wire, the digging of 
new trenches in many places and 
the improvement of redoubts and 
machine-gun emplacements. Tt was 
Teported that heavy reinforcements 
were arriving, eblely from Teinpy. 
[The area gencrally had been cleared 
lor civilian Chinese. 

During the Japanese shelling yes 
terday afternoon it was reported that 
the Institution for the Chinese Blind 
nd Deaf, 290 Hungjao Road, was 
again struck and damaged, This 
property on Wednesday already had 
been reported partly wrecked by 
bombs. 

It was, reported yesterday that 
|General Chang Fah-kwei, commander

Five tiny’ wooden boards, 
bearing names and “inscriptions in 
Japanese, with a few flowers at the 
bbase, were seen stuck in the earth at 
the foot of a gravemound and told 
the simple story of that action. “In 
fact, In assessing the human cost of 
the’ war panorama unfolded tothe 
visitors, many of these little wooden 
marks,’ each with Its little. floral 
tribute, were to be seen. Some were 
in North Szechuen oad where the 
frst ghting occurred: many others 
‘dotted the roads among the country 
side farther afield, 

‘The strength and extent of the 
[Chinese defences in the countryside 
were revealed to the party. In the 
garden of what was once a pleasant 
villa but now merely a ruined shell, 
the frst link of a system of dug-outs 
whieh the Japanese claim extend 18 
miles. continuously trom’ the neigh: 
‘bourhood of Kiangwan to Tazang was 
shown, “Correspondents crawled cau 
ously into the entrance and emerged 
a Tong distanco away having traversed 
a series of redoubte with firing points 
[strengthened with planks and ‘other 
‘material collected in the vieinity and 
Jeleverly camouflaged. It was pointed 
out how selentifieally and thoroughly 
this system had been constructed 
necessitating the use of heavy Japan 
jese bombers and artiliery to dislodge 
the defenders. The discovery of 
potato “masher” in one dug-out some- 
what awed the correspondents, 

Passing this line extending far into 
the ireen, a Chinese college, ‘cons!~ 
dered to be one of the strongest 
points held by the Chinese in that 
district, showed the effect chiefly of 
Japenese bombing. The ‘windows 
were sandbagged and four entrances 
to the quadrangle blocked with sand= 
‘bags, boxes and other obstacles ereat- 
Ing a strongly fortified position which, 
‘inthe Japanese view, demanded the 
cinployment of the ‘most powerful 
measures to enable ‘the attacking 
forces on the other side of the road 
to remove the obstacle to thelr pro- 
gress. IL was explained that resort 
was had to the air unit, and the str= 
Founding wall was first destroyed.

Strong Japanese Criticism of 
Destruction 


Shanghai, Nov. 6. 

Deliberite nets of vandalism on 
the part of the Chinese in setting 
fire to the buildings of the Tung 
Wen College on Hungjao Road, 
“cannot be condoned,” a spokesman 
for the Japanese military declared 
yesterday morning. 

‘These Chinese actions, the spokes 
‘man continued, are unpardonable 
“especially in view of the fact that 
the Chinese have frequently charged 
the Japanese with the systematic 
destruction “of Chinese educational 
‘and cultural institutions.” 

Regarding these charges, the 
spokesman added, “in every case of 
Japanese action’ against “such an 
‘establishment, it was done in the 
course of military operations against 
the structures which were being used 
by the Chinese as a military base or 
stronghold. 

“This,” the spokesman sald, “cannot 
be said regarding the ‘Tung Wen 
College which is definitely removed 
from the immediate theatre of hos- 
tities, 

“It is also regrettable,” he con- 
tinued, “that such deliberate arson 
should’ have been perpetrated against 
‘an educational institution at atime 
when the Japanese authorities under= 
stood the French authorities had ap-

MOTORING PARTY MEETS 
JAPANESE GUARDS 


Fired On From Across River 
Near Whangpoo Ferry 


Shanghai, Nov. 8, 

‘The surprise effected’ by the 
Japanese Janding at Chapoo gave an 
unpleasant experience to a party of 
Shanghailinders (four Chinese and a 
foreigner) motoring from Shanghai 
to Sungkiang on Saturday morning. 
Just before they reached the creck 
fat whieh a ferry usually crosses. the 
Whangpoo they found that their 
routine dodging of | acroplanes— 
ombers and pursuit planes had kept 
them on the alert—had to be varied 
by attention to machine-gun and 
rifle fire from the other side of the 
river, They observed a motor-car 
which had already come to a stand- 
still on the bridge crossing the ereck. 

‘They took shelter in a farmhouse, 
Dut when ‘they thought the fire had 
ceased they emerged but again 
had to run to seek cover under the 
bridge, The fire clearly came from 
Japanese soldiers who had hoisted 
a Japansse flag, Curfoutly enough 
the four Chinese in the party seemed 
te escape attention although — the 
Chinese in the other motor-car were 
so seriously attacked that they were 
upset with their ear into the Creek, 
some being badly wounded. 





Foreigner Marked

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BIGGEST FIRE RAZES 
TUNG WEN COLLEGE 


Ohinese Flee Neighbouring 
Huts: Soldiers Watch . 


Shanghai, Nov. 8. 

‘Tung Wen College, Shanghat's only 
Japanese institution ‘of ‘higher learn= 
ing, was virtually razed last night by 
the’ third ond biggest incendiary Are 
there In five days. Thousands of re~ 
sidents "in all parts of the city ob- 
Served the tremendous glare’ and 
smoke column sent up by the blaze 
Which raged on both sides of Hungia0 
Road. at once from about 7 o'clock 
cnwards, “A brisk wind sent sparks 
fying over a large area, causing 
hundreds of Chinese civilians to flee 
from huts and other small dwellings. 

‘The firo started simultaneously in 
several of the college buildings, north 
‘and south of Hungjao Read, an area 
‘oceupled by Chinese troops. The 
main buildings, north of the road, 
provided the tallest and most spec: 
ocular flames, the other halls having | 
ulready been gutted In the two pre~ 
vious Ares. Unlike last week, the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade was not per~ 
ritted by the soldiers to fight the 
blaze and its engines had to return 
to thelr station. Two Chinese fire 
engines also went to the scene but 
thoy didnot “attempt to play water 
fon the flames, 

‘Groups of Chinese soldiers and 
police watehed the fire develop and 
Assisted the occupants of neighbour- 
ing Chinese houses in evacuating 
wilth thelr dearest belongings. These 
residents presented a forlorn picture 
ag they “camped” in a fleld opposite 
the main entrance to the college, 
surrounded by thelr boxes and 
Bundles and showered by sparks as 
well as rain. During the early part 
of the ovening another Are, to the 
‘west of the Shanghai-Hungchow 
Rallway tine, addod a glare there to 
the already crimson sky. 

‘Lightly-wounded Chinese soldiers 
were observed in the stream of 
humanity flowing along Hungiao 
Rod, some of them hobbling slowly 
bbecatise of leg injuries. ‘The more 
seriously wounded were not expected 
to poss along the road until later 
during the night, 

Considerable shelling. and machine- 
‘gun fire was heard from the "area 
immediately to the west and to the 
north of the burning college.

RISE IN PRICES OF 
LOCAL COAL 


Delivery Charges Tolls Cost 
Merchant $7 a Ton 


In connection vith rumours or de~ 
Anite charges of profiteering on the 
part of coal dealers, an oficial of 
the | Shanghai © Municipal Council's 
Supplies and Fuel Committee 
definitely refuted these allegations 
in an Interview with the *North- 
China Dally News" on Nov. 5. 
when he pointed out that al~ 
though a certain increase was to be 
noted, this rise in price was solely 
Jdue to special circumstances prevall- 
ing as a direct result of the hostili- 
ties and in fact, represented tittle or 
no extra profit to the dealer 

"Me “North-China Dally News” was 
[shown a statement which listed the 
prices at which competitive ‘bitus 
Minows coals were selling up to 
‘August 13—when hostilities around 
‘Shanghal opened—and hose now 
jasked. From that statement, it was 
‘lear that the difference in price on 
‘a delivered basis is, on an average, 
About $7 a ton. This is accounted 
for very largely by delivery charges 
and tolls for all stocks held above 
‘The boom across the river at Nantao, 
plus an allowahee of $150 for addi- 
Honal sea freight on replacements, 
which ‘figure is considered ty no 
means exaggerated. 

‘The figures given in the statement’ 
form a. preity telling argument 
‘against charges of profiteering, as the 
return or yield on an ex-wharf basis 
to the owner to-day appears to be 
Ro higher than it was before the 
“trouble,” the price rise being oc- 
‘counted’ for solely by the extra- 
ordinary charges referred to above. 
‘The “North-China Dally News” was 
informed that a number of leading 
‘coal merchants had been interviewed 
fas regards stocks in Poolung and 
elsewhere. 

‘Charges Per Ton 

It Is estinlated that on Octobor 13

Racketeering along. the Shanghai 
waterfront has again come into 
[prominence with the official complaint| 
of certain foreign shipping interests 
to the Shanghai Municipal Council 
These interests aisart that since the 
Jcommencement of the local hostlities| 
the gangster element in Shanghal has 
Jawept Its sphere of influence to- the| 
fone remaining open gateway to the 
elty—the SMC. pontoons along the 
Bund. Here by duress they have 
gained a monopoly on the wharf 
Jcoolie market and are charging exor-| 
bitant “rates “for” working » cargo. 
Danger of violence has frightened 
faway other coolie labour and there| 
Is also the threat to the cfrgo which 
Jat times must be considered. 
‘The only new aspect of the situa~ 
ton is that caused by the war. With 
all’ the wharves north of Soochow 
Creek closed to trade, the SMC. 
pontoons have come in for an un- 
‘usually large amount of use, Having! 
Jno regularly employed stall of coolies| 
under a strong No. 1, as is the case 
‘with most of the old privately owned 
wharves, the SALC," wharves have 
fatracted the loafer gang clement 
{from north of the ereek. 
Otherwise, waterfront racketeering.

“protection” Racket 

Attempts at extortion, or to squeeze 
shipping men, have occurred rather 
regularly in Shanghai, Nearly all of 
the shipping interests have 
time’ oF another encountered 
racketeering element, 

‘The old “protection” racket is one! 
fot the favourite lines of waterfront | 
gangsterism. A man will approach @ 
Shipper and offer to protect his cargo 
from other gangs for 80 much money. 
Shippers sometimes proter to pay @ 
small amount rather than risk: valu- 
able cargo. 

On the SMC. pontoons lately, the) 
gang element has confined Its activi- 
les for the most part to insistence 
on unloading cargoes at its particular 
prices, despite the fact that the| 
customary prosedure is for the crews| 
fon the trucks to do the unloadin 

Widesp-ead inquiries reveal that 
the racketeers vary the nature and 
strength of thelr approaches accord- 
ing to what shipping interests they 
‘are trying to squeeze. 

Gang Fees Vary 

‘One foreign firm here had to pay 
fone cent per sack of flour unloaded 
by the gang when this cost would 
have been obviated had the gang 
allowed the trucking coolies to do| 
‘the work. A. better mark for the| 
‘gang was a Chinese firm which pald| 
{twenty cents per picul of rice in| 
similar clrcumstances, The only 
power of the gang is gained by in- 
Uimidating other coolies who would 
work for" less, 

‘The frm that hi 
week to the SMC, has paid three, 
four, and five times standard prices 
for ‘the working of cargo at S.M.C. 
Pontoons. A representative of the 
firm told a “North-China Daily News 
representative, as a small example,

Police Blame Weak Shippers 
Strong shipping rms here have 
Jencountered gangsterism, called in the 
police immediately, and have found| 
their troubles solved. 

‘One well-known firm here, sub- 
mitted for a while after the local war 
began to ‘gangster fees and then 
called in the police. Four men were

‘AIL around us is waste and destrue- 
lon instead of construction; retro- 
gression Instead of progress: labour 
In vain instead of time weil spent; 
Dlunders, instead of efliciency; col- 
lapse instead of stability; loss instead 
of profit; depression and adversity 
Instead of prosperity, We have seen 
‘one machine used to destroy another, 
‘The ‘modern barbariang of war are 
treating monuments of engincering as 
the barbations of old treated ancient 
edifices. So we descend! 


Some of the Blame 
‘The engineer must shoulder some 
of the blame, for engineering Ine 
Aueneed almost all human actions, 
Only the elassies were free from the 
developments of their profession, 
‘Technicians to-day spanned very 
broad rivers, went through moun 
{ains, broadeast sound through space, 
created dovices which turned out 
thousands of useful things from nails 
to spoons, shoes to books, and, most 
important and tragic of all, ‘made 
possible the machinery of wat, 

Engineoring today was an exact 
selence and the usual problems en- 
countered wore susceptible of analysis, 
with mathematical precision, Ob- 
viously, there were many problem 
suy of economic and sane administr 
tion which, because of his methodi 
cal mentality, the enginesr was sp 
clally Atted to study and often solve. 
Engineers were patient investigators 
who were secking to enlarge the 
boundaries of knowledge, who were 
not deterred trom exploring beyond 
known limits, or if the view from a 
now standpoint revealed now facts 
modifying previous conceptions. 

He often felt that engineering 
methods should have been applied 
much more frequently not only, in 
the feld of technoloxy and produc~ 
tion but also in the life of the world, 
tand that selene could be ulllized to 
8 very much greater oxtent in social 
affairs. One of the biggest problems 
waiting for the engineer was that of 
helping to tead the vast population 
of the world and to teach it enough 
of the inherent possibilities "and 
limitations of engineering so that it 
could operate the economle, social 
‘and Industrial controls without dane 
er of wrecking the machinery. 

‘So influential wore the rosults of 
engineering that it was important to 
rellerate that engineers must take a 
much larger part in the administea- 
Hion and control of human affairs, 
He did not elaim that engineers were 
xupetior in all respects to others, but 
that they should be the most practi« 
eal of all. “IC they would realize 
the broader meaning of the forward 
march of improvement in human 
welfare, and become mindful of past 
fand possible future greatness, instead 
of esteeming lightly the capacities of 
their profession and drifting through 
Iife in a more or less shambling man- 
ner with the comfortable feeling that 
they are doing ‘pretty. well then 
their power would be illimitabl

[solved by competent organization, 
pationce and determined effort.”

Cooke & ‘Co. at Shanghai. After ton 
years with the firm. in which he was

Co. which continued in business 
until 1928. He then returned 10 
Harvie Cooke & Co. for a few yours 
before joining Malcolm & Co.. where 
he worked Until his retirement in 
1935. He returned home to England 
where he suffered considerably from 
health. “Hoping that a tip to 
‘Shanghal might improve his condi 
tion. he returned here about one 
month ago. His condition. however. 
Grew worse and when operated on 
he lacked the strength to recover. 

"The late Mr, Large was @ keen 
sportsman, taking particular interest 
in lawn bowls. As a member of the 
Shanghal Lawn Bowls Club he won 
many trophies. He was also a

Jn 1919; and it should be noted that 
‘the white front at Archangel lasted 
out “longer than anywhere else. 
‘The career of this general is one 
of consideralie interest, He gra- 
@uated from the Corps of the Im- 
perial Pages, and on August 24, 1680, 
Joined the Hussar Guards, His Ma- 
Jesty's Own Regiment, where he was 
‘an officer concurrently with the eld- 
fest son of Emperor Alexander I, 
later Emperor Nicholas 1. From 
this. springs Gen, Miller's proximity 
to the Court. 

‘After finishing the Academy of the 
General Staff, he ‘was appointed 
HMitary Attaché to Dresden in 1803, 
to Brussels in 1898, to The Hague 
‘in 1901, and from 1901 to 1907 held 
the post of Military Attaché in Rome. 
During the war he commanded the 
‘Staff of the Sth Army, which won 
the famous victories af Lublin and 
Lodz, Late: he was appointed Com- 
mander of the 26th Corps. In April 
1917 Gen, Miller was seni, to Rome 
fas head of the Military Mission, 
post which was counted a very. im= 
[portant one as the Supreme Com: 
Jmander of the Italian Army: was 
King Victor. Emmanuel himself, 
After the fall of the White Front 
‘at Archangel, Gen, Miller was the 
Chief of Staff under Baron Wrangel, 
the last Commander-in-Chiet of the 
[White “Armies; and when all the

[Crime and Punishment 


On October 27 the Russian Jurist

fon "New Ideas in Criminal Law." In 
pre-revolutionary Russia Dr. Kichin 
was President of the High Court; and 
during the time of the Maritime 
‘Government held the post of Minis- 
ter of Justice. From 1922 he lived in 
Harbin, where he taught criminal law 
in the Jaw College of that city, ‘The

HEALTH REPORT FOR 
SEPTEMBER 


‘The Acting Commissioner of Public 
Health reports :— 

Matters concerning Public Health 
proved no less interesting in Septem- 
ber than during the previous month, 
Although all Municipal Hospitals had 
bbeen safely evacuated, . it became 
necessary (0 provide hospital accom- 
‘modation for large numbers of cases 
of cholera which rapidly reached 
epidemic proportions. It is often 
dimeult during normal times to trace 
with accuracy the origin of resident 
‘or imported eases of cholera but, in 
this instance, it appears most prob- 
‘able that the Settlement would have 
escaped yet another year had there 
not been such a large influx of re- 
‘ugeos, since the disease which com- 
menced at so late a date occurred 
first amongst recent arrivals of this 
class. The presence of so many 
refugees alone was a most Important 
problem from the point of view of 
reventive medicine, and there is no 
doubt that the medical and sanitary 
‘measures instituted on their behalf 
have been of inestimable value in 
confining communicable diseases 
within controllable limits, 

Cholera will, no doubt, subside 
tiaturally with’ the onset of cold 
‘weather, but so long os the refugee 
population remains undiminished, 
other diseases, associated with over- 
crowding, and of no less severity, 
are likely to make their appearance 














during the winter months. in this 
group included meningitis, 
influenza and scarlet fever, with 


‘measles and diphtheria mainly af- 
fecting children. 

‘The intensive vaccination _pro- 
gramme now In force is likely to 
restrict the Incidence of smallpox to 
the @gures usually experienced in 
recent years, but typhus fever, 
associated, since ancient times, with 
famine, lice and the very lowest 
living ‘conditions, 1s an oventuality 
which cannot be overlooked... For- 
tunately, this disease docs not seem 
in the past to have found Shanghai 
‘sulted, to its biological requirements. 


Hospitals Division. 


‘fhe chief feature of hospital work 
during September has been the isola- 
tment of cholera and 
inal infections. 
‘Cholera “admissions” reached ‘their 
maximum about the middle of the 
month and thereafter declined. 
Diphtheria, on the other hand, in- 
creased and the type of case admitted 
was chiefly a severe laryngeal 
variety. 


Asolation Hospitals—The temporary 
Isolation ‘Hospital for Chinese, 
established at Sinza Road, operated 
under exceptional dimieulties. This 
hospital has had a very heavy month ; 
there being a total of 2,412 admissions 
and 735 deaths. it is pleasing to 
record that no ‘single case was re- 
fused admission, 

A smaller Jsolation Hospital, prin- 
cipally for the accommodation of for- 
elgners, was opened at 36 Brenan 
Road, on September 14, and seven 
foreign cases were admitted between 
that date and the end of the month ; 
six were cholera suspects of which 
number three proved to be true 
Cholera, It was found necessary, 
however, to admit Chinese cases of 
cholera ‘and other major infectious 
diseases, such as scarlatina, meningi- 
tis and ‘diphtheria to this hospital in 
order to avold overcrowding and 
cross-infection in the | temporary 
Chinese Isolation Hospital in Sinza 
Road, A tolal of 76 cases were ad- 
mitted from the date this additional 
hospital was opened to the end of the 
month, of which number 47 died, 
chiefly from laryngeal diphtheria. 

‘To supplement the accommodation 
‘of the above mentioned temporary 
hospitals, a further Isolation Hospital 
for cholera cases amongst Chinese 
was opened on September 25, in the 
Polytechnic School, Pakhoi' Road, 
with accommodation for approximate: 
ly 200, "From the date of its establish- 
ment to the end of the month, 3i 
patients were admitted of whict 
humber 25 died and 150 were dis- 
charged. 

‘Mental Hospital—Patients who had 
been admitied temporarily to the 
Police Hospital in Central Road, were 
transferred to tho Mental Block of 
the Russian Orthodox Confraternity 
Hospital on September 14. 

Munlcipat Police Mospital—Undian 
Sectich) There were 19 admissions, 
most of the diseases treated were of 
a minor nature. There vere no 
deaths. 

(Chinese Section)—This section of 
the Hospital has been very busy, there 
were In all 268 admissions, most of 
them were cases of dysentery, which 















responded readily to treatment. 
‘A total of 1,574 cases were treated 
in the Out-patient Department of the 


Hospital, and 1,004 prisoners were 
Inspected in the Police Station Cells. 

Gaol Medleal Service—(Chinese 
Section) —Routine medical work was 
resumed during September, but there 
were no new committals. 182 patients 
were admitted to hospital of which 
46 were clinically dysentery of a mild 
type. ‘There were no cases of cholera 
oF typhoid fever. 

‘There were in all 22 deaths, of 
which 11 were due to pulmonary tu- 
bereulosis. 


Food, Markets and Bakeries. 


‘The major portion of the market: 
business is now concentrated into 
those markets located in the Central 
and Western areas, though the North 
Fokien Road Market is fully fune- 
tioning and a small amount of busi- 
ness is being done in the Hongkow 
and Purdon Road markets. ‘There has 
been a sulficient supply of foodstuffs 
‘of good quality ‘but at increased 
prices. Fresh fish was somewhat 
‘scarce for a while but quantities of 
fresh-water sh from ‘inland and 
frozen fish from cold storages have 
now met the demand. Daily check 
‘was Kept on all supplies of foodstufs 
regarding thelr origin, quality, quati- 
tity and price. With the cooler wea- 
ther the numbers of hawkers of ice 
‘cream, frozen suckers and iced drinks 
diminished considerably. 
Sanition Division, 

Incculations against Cholera in- 
‘creased considerably when cholera be- 
‘came epidemic, especially amongst 
inmates of refugee camps, nearly all 
of whom have now been’ inoculated, 
Altogether 62,095 inoculations were 
carried out, "90.258 were done in 
camps and 31,836 by mobile units, 
special centres and in the Branch 
Health Offices. ‘The chlorination of 
some G48 shaliow wells was accom- 
plished. 

Vaceination Campaign against. 
‘smallpox commenced, although no 
‘cases of the disease have been report- 
‘ed. 34,905 persons (mostly refugees) 
‘were vaccinated. 

Work—Flies were numer 
ous until’ September 14, when rain 
fell continuously for a ‘week which 











‘Special 
working on Ukely breeding places 
with marked effect, 

Sanitation in the Eastern District, 
Activities here were concentrated 
fon the collection and disposal of 
corpses which were providing an 
ideal breeding ground for blow fies 
‘and flesh fies. Soldier corpses were 
rendered safe by military authorities 
who removed all ammunition, hand 
grenades, ote. with which in’ many 
instances they were heavily laden, 
thereafter with the assistance of 
Public Works Department labour, 
large seale eromations were  car= 
ried out, In this way 218 civilian 
corpses, 115 soldier corpses, 156 dead 
‘animals and 61 incompletely burnt 
corpses were dealt with. 

Particular attention was paid to the 
surroundings of various public util- 
ity companies, Police, and fire sta- 
tions, otherwise in the absence of any 
accountable population, sanitary” con- 
ditions in the devasted and evacuated 
areas gave no cause for alarm, 


Refugee Camps. 


In all 122 camps, including approxi- 
mately 58,000 refugees have been 
‘supervised during the month. “At the 
commencement of hostilities the sani- 
tary condition of some of the camps 
was definitely bad, but, as the number 
‘of camps increased, overcrowding be- 
‘came less neute and sanitation could 
be carried out with some degree of 
Permanence. In one of the largest 
‘camps a temporary hospital was es- 
tablished, which proved very useful. 

‘Shallow wells were abolished, any 
‘suspicious water supply was baclerio- 
logically examined, fly extermination 
‘measures were set afoot, and parti- 
cular attention was pald to commode 
coverings. 

Halt kerosene tins were obtained, 
filled with a solution of eyllin, placed 

of latrines, and ‘the re- 
instructed to’ rinse thelr 
hands after using commodes, ete. 

Perhaps the most striking feature 
of the refugee problem is the 
‘uncomplaining fortitude with which 
the refugees bear their burden, 

‘Medical Laboratory. 

A total of 5,208 specimens includ 
ing 138 sera for Wassermann and 
Kahn Tests were examined which 
involved 6,807 separate exaniinations, 
‘This number of specimens exceeds 
‘any previous total by more than 
1,500. Cholera and dysentery with 
2444 and 2,087 examinations res- 
ppectively account for the major 
proportion of the work done. 

Intestinal Infections all showed a 
markedly increased incidence. 














‘Typhold—20 positive diagnoses 
were made; 18 by blood and two by 





stool culture. This is approximately 
three times the August igure in spite 
of the number of specimens being 
reduced by 60 per cent.

‘A proportion of the 
specimens ‘were from contacts and 
‘onvaleseents; trom the remainder 
holera: vibrios were isolated in 
bout 60 per cent. of cases: Both the 
hhumber of specimens received and

‘A few. cases of mixed” cholera and 
iacitiary eysentery were detected. 
Diphiherla~50 cases were da- 
‘mosed. from 196 specimens The 
Increased incidence normally ex 
Derlenced during. the Autumn and 
Winter months has already come 
rmenced. 


Malaria—No increase noted, only 
ten infections due to Plas. vivax and 
two due to Plas. falciparum were 
found. 

Deep Well Waters—Seven samples 
were examined of which one was 
found to be below standard, 

Milk Products—Five ice cream 
‘specimens were examined for 
‘sence of cholera vibrios. All were. 
negative, 


Anti-Rabie Instityte—48 persons, 
including 44 from the Settlement, 
two from the Shanghai City Govern: 
ment area and two from Outports 
‘ealled for advice, cauterisation and/or 
treatment, and in 47 eases treatment, 
was advised. 12  recelved a full 
course of treatment, 28 a precaution- 
ary course, whilst six falled to com- 
plete the treatment advised and one 
Fefused to be treated. 

The 44 cases trom the Settlement 
were in contact with and/or bitten 
by 39 dogs, a cat, a rat and one 
human case involving three contacts, 
20 dogs were privately owned, the 
remainder being stray animals, 

Vaceine-—The following vaccines

Foreign Deaths, — 33 deaths were 
recorded and the death rate was 0.96 
per mille, 


Chinese Deaths—The Chinese death 
rate of 6212 per mille 4s the highest 
{in the annals of the Department. Of 
6.103 deaths recorded, 4483 (73 per 
cent) were exposed corpses, of which 
a large proportion were rofugees and 
no less than 8,007 were children. 
‘The bodies had been dumped on 
vacant plots of land for collection 
and burial by the Shanghal Public 
Benevolent Cemetery, whose as- 
sistance has been invaluable, 

Of the 1,670 other deaths recorded, 
the major causes qwere cholera, 
dysentery, and typhoid fever.

American Fire Companies Act 
Alone in Far East 


P London, Nov. 5. 
Perhaps the most remarkable blow 
yet struck against war is that of the 
Gombined. fire insurance companies 
representative of the entire world, 
except the United States, which join: 
fed in common agreement to refuse 
to write any Insurance, direct or by 
reinsurance, against the risk of war 
on land. 

‘Adherents to this singular inter= 
national agreement include not only 
127 British companies Gneluding 
Dominion and Colonial companies) 
Jand Lloyds underwriters but also 
over fifty French companies, some 
Afieen leading German companies and 
the principal Ttalian companies doing 
‘business outside Italy. Business in 
Germany self is already safeguard- 
fed by legislation while the formal 
adherence of the entire Federation 





of Ttalian companies is expected 
shortly. 
Tn addition, the pact covers the 


fire insurance companies of Belgium, 
Switzerland, Greece and the Scandl- 
navian countries. The position in 
the Baltic countries and in Central 
Europe has not yet been regularized | 
though correspondence is stated {0 
bbe proceeding. Czechoslovakia and 
Roumanla, for example, have not yet 
completed their arrangements, either 
among themselves or with thelr re- 





‘it Burope inereases its drift

‘The majority of Shanghal factory 
products are for the use of the 
Chinese population, and to them the 
exhortation must go out that, within 
the limit of thelr capacity ‘to buy, 
they should buy. If ever the ery of

any merit, it Is now. I. would go 
farther, and say that the purch 
should 'be as far as possible Shang- 
hal-made goods. If we are to be 
self-contained at least in part, a 
psychology of buying on the part of 
the populace would be inspiring, and

‘shortage of coal in Shanghai other

thigh ‘as kindly pointed out by your 
correspondent SimaPweL. 

Kallan coal was $1680 last year 
‘ond it 45 selling to-day at $22 to §20 
per ton retail price delivered, Hongay 
‘Anthracite coal for stoves and arcolas 
‘was solling at §28 per ton last year 
and Is now selling freely at $26 to 40 
per ton, Shansi and Honan anthracite 
was $26 per ton last year and is now 
gelling at $38, per ton. Kitchen coal 
“rst quality” is selling at $26 per 
ton against, $20 last year. Dust and 
slack coal for steam purposes 1s sell 
Ing at $22 per ton against $14 last 
year, 

‘What T actually mean by a shortage 
is that while there may’ be enough 
coal to fo round in Shanghal for 
winter consumption, stocks are much 
depleted and much’ lower than they 
‘usually are, or even may have been 
‘reduced owing to the stoppage of free 
Imporiations during "the past hostili- 
ties, At present it 1s easy to sell all 
stocks of coals held ‘by owners in 
‘Shanghai at a good profi, This isnot 
necessarily profiteering ‘but taking 
advantage of a ready cash market 
instead of retailing out and thus 
standing to lose on such business.

STUDENTS’ EFFORTS 
Relief Work and Voluntecring 


Editor of the 
Nown-Ciixa Dany News" 
“Many people, especially the 
foreigners, have been asking ‘what 
the students, who always demand a 
war with the Japanese, are doing 
nowadays. It is Interesting | and 
commendable to the students ihem- 
selves for me to say that they are 
working quietly now for the salva- 
tion of thelr country. ‘They are not 
‘2 bunch that talk through their heads, 
nor are they a lot that shirk res 
ponsibilities. 

Many of them in Shanghal have 
been working in the hospitals and 
refugee camps, acting as guards oF 
reading letters to and writing letters 
for the wounded and the home- 
less. Many girls are sewing and 
knitting cotten padded and woollen 
vests for the soldiers, feeding the 
wounded soldiers and doing all kind 
of odd jobs that they may get. Som 
boys have been conducting classes for 
the illiterate in the refugee camps 
‘and teaching refugee men in rst aid 
classes. Still more are selling Liberty 
Bonds and doing publicity. 

‘Most striking has been the service 
rentlered by the Boy Scouts. There 
are 2800 of them who have volun~ 
teered in the War Time Service Corps 
‘and other rellet organizations and 
hospitals. They help to distribute 
comforts, collect contributions, locate 
missing people, assist the police in 
keeping order and control traflle and 
even transport rico and other neces- 
sities in the place of labourers. Most 
‘of them go with little sleep. And of 
course there are those who go to the 
front, driving trucks, dressing 
wounded soldiers and.” evacuating 
civilians. 1 know of an only son who 
was allowed to go to the front to 
do his part. ‘Those that go out to 
the Aghting areas have to do s0 In 
the dead of the night and even then 
some of them have been machine 
gunned. In the Chenju field dressing 
station, when the place was bombed, 
2 scouts remained til the last minute, 
‘after all the wounded, the doctors 
‘and nurses were withdrawn. ‘To date, 
at least 3 scouts have been killed and 
2 seriously injured in the performance 
of their duty and 3 declared missing 
at the front. 

News from Peiping states that a 
Chinese Volunteer Troop has been 
‘organized, consisting of students from 
North-Eastern University, - Yenching 
University and National ‘Tsing “Hua 
University.

Sm—While appreciating your 
reference this morning to an article 
ippearing in the current istue of 
"The People’s Tribune,” may I point 
out that your friendly remarks seem 
likely to cause some misapprehension 
In the minds of those who have not 
read the article.

In the first place, the article under 
notice is entitled “Japanese Crities 
of Japan's Aggression,” and our 
object in quoting the pre-war state- 
ments of Japanese statesmen, diplo- 
‘mats, and businessmen was to. show 
that Japan's repeated assertion: 
since hostilities started~that her 
policy toward China during recent 
years was friendly had been severely 




















ritielzed by influential Japanese 
commentators, whose views on the 
{Wend of events fully “confirm the 


attitude which has been taken by 

le spokesmen of the Na~ 
jovernment in stating China's 
case. Secondly, these Japanese cri- 
tlelsms of thelr’ country’s policy were 
not intended to show “sympathy With 
China's diMeuities” so much as 
condemnation of the mailed-Ast policy 
which had been followed by Japan, 
Jn her dealings with China, 

‘That the Japanese opinions quoted 
express sympathy with China's diff 
culties is true, but from our point 
of view that is a secondary issue; the 
‘main point it is wished to emphasize 
is that eminent and influential 
Japanese holding important offal 
‘and unofficial positions have vigorously 
denounced Japan's aggressive policy 
{in dealing with China, — ha 
demned “dual diplomacy, 
expressed appreciation of China's 
sincerity in seeking to settle 
Japanese differences, have insisted 
upon fair play and’ mutual respect, 
have criticized “hot-bloodea 
(apanese) officials abroad” for 
intensifying antiJapanese sentiment 
in China, have declared that Japan's 
polley was not conducive to” co- 
operation, have denounced military 
{interference in diplomatic affairs, 
and in other ways have frankly: 
expressed the opinion that If Japan 
wanted {o establish real friendship 
with China, she “had adopted 
‘wrong tacticts" ‘That Japanese 
witnesses testify these things Is, in 
my opinion, a complete refutation of 
Japan's subsequent pretence that she 
{s the unoffending vietim of Chinese 
hostility. 

Certainly we appreciate the friendly 
sympathy for China shown by these 
Japanese critics, but what we regard 
fas much more important is thelr 
‘emphatic denunciation of the polley 
followed by the Japanese Govern- 
ment in dealing with China, and 
their frank warnings that friendly. 
relations between their country and 
fours can never be established unless 
China was approached with an open 
hheart instead of empty words. Hence 
the title of the article, “Japanes 
Cities of Japan's Aggression.”

Uncertain conditions in Shanghat 
during the past three months were 
reflected in an action heard before 
Judge P. Grant Jones in HM.

He asked 
for a reduction in rental, ‘stating 
that he was sure the landiords did 
not expect tenants to bear all the 
burden of the loss of business. ‘The 
Jandlord replied that his expenses 
had inereased, and he could not of- 
fer a reduction in rent. Defendant 
vacated the premises on Septem 
ber 25.

‘According to Japanese quarters, 
the Belgian Forelgn Office yesterday 
asked the Japanese Embassy if it 
proposed to send an observer to the 
Conference, and the Japanese Am~ 
bassador is’ sald to have replied that 
he did not propose to have any con~ 
tact with the Conference. 

‘The Tlalian delegate had a tong in- 
terview with the Japanese Ambas- 
sador last evening. 

‘The Japanese deny a report cir- 
culating here that the Japanese are 
willing to consider mediation by 
Britain and the United States. 

‘The delecates met this morning at 
the Marble Hall of the old palace of 
‘the Duke of Orange, which provided 
fan admirable setting, Huge paint- 
ings of Flemish masters looked down, 
‘on a large balze covered table sur- 
Founded by red plush chairs, 

‘Tho Conference rose at I pm. Tt 
has been reconvened for 4.30 when 
the ‘chiet Chinese delogate, Dr. 
‘Wellington Koo, ise to

Th calling the Conference the 
Belgian Government, said M. Spank, 
hhad no other object than to collabor- 
ate in the work of peace. ‘The world 
was already so troubled by the 
tragedy in Spain that it saw 
luneasiness increased by the horrible 
war proceeding in the Far East. 
Every man was asking it the far- 
flung centres of fire were not the 
forerunners of a universal cataclysm, 
beside which the horrors of 1914 
‘would be child's play.

Citing the text of the German 
refusal, M. Spank expressed the hope 
the refusal was not absolute but 
inspired by certain special cireum- 
stances which could be modified. 
Germany's reply, he added, was a 
Jong and extremely important docu 
‘ment which would be distributed to 
the delegates 

‘The abstention of Japan, M. Spaak 
sald, put the conference in a very’ 
eal’ difficulty, but further discussion 
might dissipate certain _misunde 
standings. ‘The conference must not 
consider itsolf a sort of international 
tribunal before which Japan should 
‘bo summoned to appear and explain 
hher ctions in conditions incom= 
patible with her dignity and honour,

Knowing your devotion to the: 

fneiple and sanctity of treaties, 

Wwe assure you of the whelchearted 

collaboration of the Chinese Gov- 

ernment.” 

‘The meeting this morning is under- 
‘stood to have agreed to extend a 
further invitation to Germany and to) 
‘appoint a sub-committee of three or 
four states to approach Japan, 

‘An unofficial, informal meeting of 
the delegates to the Nine-Power
